FOR QUICK MOVE 


Wilson Authorize* Expenditure 
$115,000,000 Emergency Fund 


RUSH BIEDING WORK 


Two Classes to Be Graduated 


From Annapolis For Supply 


of Nav&i Officers 


Washington, D. C., March It. — 


Preparation for aggressive action by 
the navy against the German sub- 
marine menace began today ac the di- 
rection of President Wilson. 


The President authorized the ex- 


penditure of the $115.000,000 emer- 
gency fund, provided by congress to 
speed up naval construction and pay 
for special additional war craft, and 
the suspension of the eight-hour labor 
law in plants engaged on navy work. 


Immediately 
afterward 
Secretary 


Daniels ordered the New York navy 
yard to begin building 60 submarine 
chasers of the 110 foot type, to be 
completed in from 60 to SO days. 


With the President's approval, the 


secretary also ordered the graduation 
of the first and second classes of the 
Xaval academy. 
The first class will 


go out March 29, releasing 172 Junior 
officers to fill existing vacancies, and 
tho second in September, furnishing 
202 more a full 
year 
before 
they 


would otherwise bo available. 


While the energies of the navy will 


be concentrated for tho present on 
efforts to get into commission craft 
designed particularly to destroy sub- 
marines and guard the coast, warship 
building generally will be speeded up 
under the recent agreement with pri- 
vate builders and with the funds now 
made available. 


The announcement from the depart- 


ment followed an hour's conference 
between Secretary Daniels 
and

President, who walked over from the

j deavoring to protect ships passing 
through the German submarine zone. 
It is planned to make American wa- 
ters safe against submarines for all 
ships with tho understanding that 
American ships will receive full pro- 
tection in the zones from patrols ol the 
allies. 


Secretary Daniels would not discuss 


tho uses to be made of the new patrol 
boats. They will be of sufficient size, 
however, to permit their use far off 
shore if necessary. 


Recent navy contracts were let with 


the understanding that the eight hour 
law would be suspended because of the 
shortage of skilled 
labor.

ulan revolution Socialist members of 
Ihe Reichstag havn dared'to tell tho 
government leaders that the present 
war is Inspired and directed by an 
Insolent autocracy, and that it is being 
continued for the purpose of main- 
taining such governments. That the 
Hohenzollerns will, go next was the 
recent prediction of a leading Gorman 
Boclalist. Perhaps It Is true. If true 
4t i«, then there will be an end made 
»f lighting at an early date, since 
Ifter all It Is not the German people 
Whom the rest of the world Is fighting, 
but rather the Prussian king's idea of 
world-dominance and tho overlordship 
»f a favored class of which h« Is the 
iead.

Ingenious method of dispensing with 
a large purl of this, hitherto consider- 
ed necessary before the grain In the 
field can appear In the form of. bread 
upon the table, has been Invented In 
Italy. 


According 
to Agricoltura Toscann 


an excellent bread, not only highly 
nutritious, but delicious In flavor and 
appetizing of taste, ts made 
from 


wheat which has never been milled. 


It is Important that the grain should 


be of good quality and free from for- 
eign material. 
It is flrst carefully 


washed and sifted and then placed iti 
tepid water to soak for a period oi 
from forty-eight to sixty hours, ac 
cording to the degree of hardness. At 
the end of this time It has become 
"vitalized"—!, c.. It has 
begun tc 


germinate, and has therefore become 
quite soft and tender and has under- 
gone profound chemical modifications. 


When the proper degree of vltnllza 


tion has been attained the grain 's 
fed directly into a kneading machine, 
where It is triturated and kneaded 
till.lt is ready to be molded Into loaves. 
It la then allowed to ferment, or "rise/' 
for the proper length of time, where- 
upon it Is placed in the baker's oven.

made of the whole grain. Is ranch rlch- 


er'ln food valuo than bread from fiour 
containing n higher percentage of mlr 
cral salts, lecithin and vegetable pep 
Bin, There. 13 a saving not only li

• SOLDIER INSURE WARlviTH 


His Dimensions Considerably !n-j 


creased When He V/ears 


Everything Provided. 


Although France is nndcrgoing one 


of tho severest winters that has occur- 
nd for years, yet her armies from the 
enow burled flrst Jlns trcncnca to the 
repose cantonments IQ tlio rear arc suf- 
fering less from tho cold than lu cither 
of tho two preceding winters of the 
war, e«ys Henry Wood In n message 
to the Exchange- Telegraph company, 
according to tho Pall Mall Gazette. 


Warmth, both Internally and cster- 


nnlly. Is the keynote of France's cure 
of her troops. A French soldier, cloth- 
ed in all tho garments which tho gov- 
ernment provides and requires to be 
worn In winter, has his general dimen- 
sions increased by several Inches In 
nearly nil directions. 


Tbo first article of clothing which « 


French soldier roust now put on, und 
which la absolutely obligatory, is his 
woolen cholera belt. Ho next dona a 
suit of woolen underwear and la re- 
quired to have nt all times with him 
thrco pairs of woolen Bockn, so that 
his feet may bo kept not only warm, 
hut dry. 
Tho war haa demonstrated 


that It Js more dampness than cold 
that produces frozen fret. 
After the 


woolen underwear coaics the- shirt, 
then a knitted sweater, followed, of 
course, by tho uniform and overcoat. 


Then on top of all this comes the 


Bhecpskln Jnckct, which every soldier 
now has, nnd a woolen ncckscurf, steel 
helmet (tho Inttor a sweat producer 
when worn), two pairs of shoes, two 
blankets and a waterproof slicker com- 
plete tho clothing phase of keeping the 
poiln warm. 


Hot toa lias now been nclded by the 


French army to tho me.ins of warming 
up tho Roldlcr.H Internally. Tea drink- 
ing is more or less of an imported cus- 
tom in France. As France, however, 
wished to be perfectly impartial in bor- 
rowing customs from her allies, she 
took tho English tea and nddcd to it 
tho Russian custom of a dash of rum. 
As a rule the soldiers nrc not any too 
fond of tea, but they argue that it is 
well worth the- while to drink Just to 
get the flavor of rum that goes with it. 
All are unanimous, however. In declar- 
ing that the combination certainly Uvos 
keep them warm.

The president 
and the party which bad elected him 
to office were in active antagonism 
over questions of reconstruction. Sen- 
ator Sumner was a pronounced and 
active opponent to President Johnson.

He settled the mutter by put- 
ting the president's likeness la a frame 
hanging on the wall of tile office anfj 
near that part where Sumner and the 
younger Seward nre seated. 


Probably this treaty stands alone In 


the history of diplomacy as an Impor- 
tant treaty conceived, initiated, prose- 
cuted and completed without being 
preceded or attended by protocola or 
dispatches.

fuuaes of trl-nitro-toluol or to the in- 
halation of dust generated ta mixing 
certain high explosives of which, it 
forms a constituent. 


Unusual drowsiness, frontal head- 


ache and eczema aro rbe first symp- 
toms of T. N. T. poisoning, and work- 
era so affected are promptly given 
some other occupation, when the symp- 
toms quickly disappear. 


Loss diingerous, but very trouble- 


some, is tctryl poisoning. 
Manipula- 


tion of this explosive produces a light 
dust, which gets into the mouth, no&c 
and eyes arid sots up a painful sore- 
ness, accompanied by he.icl.iclie, nau- 
sea and an almost intolerable itching. 


Curiously enough, individuals vary 


very considerably in their susceptibil- 
ity to tetryl poisoning. Some workers 
are not all affected by it or only in a 
very slight degree, while otheis can 
hardly enter a room in which it is be- 
ing handled without suffering severely. 


Luckily tetr;. 1 poisoning does not en- 


danger life, nor are the symptoms in 
any case so fccvere ns those due to T. 
N. T. poisoning. Tetryl possesses the 
annoying property, however, of stain- 
ing tlie skin and hair yullow, but 
means have been found of largely 
countcractlng this 1C the workers cam 
to avail themselves of Uiern. 


Other Industrial diseases of a similar 


nature more or less prevalent iu muni- 
tion works are due to hr.mlhng fulrni- 
nnto of mercury, to exposure to the 
fumes of a substance known ns totra- 
chlorclhanc, to inhalation of various 
other noxious timios and dust gene- 
rated In the workshops by tbe differ- 
ent processes carried on there and also 
from lead poisoning. 


Yet another danger the munition 


worker is exposed to is acute poison- 
ing due to tbe accidental escape of 
nitrovs fumes into tbe work places. 
Many of these cases are apt to termi- 
nate fatally, for the gas is extremely 
deadly.—Pearson's Weekly.
